Bponkvilub, Ky„ Feb. 5.— Amy Me- 
Intoab, the only woman who standa in- 
dicted for murder in Kentucky, is in 
the Owaley county jail here. It will be 
remembered that she killed ber sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Polly Ann Fox, wife of tbe 
noted mountain mnrderer and counter- 
feiter, James Fox, now serving a 
of ten years in tbe penitentiary for 
iterating.
